The news of the late defeat of Generals Santa Anna 
and Valencia reached thé Islands on the 2d ult. in the 
Chihan bark Natalia, Aithéugh much the samo as that

By Sen. Luco, of ths Chilian bark Natalia, which 
rmen on the 2d mst, the followmg news has* beon re- 
ceived: 

In August jast, General Scott, with the American ar- 
my, numbering about 10,000 men, advanced from Pusbla 
upon the capital. A few leagues from Mexico, ho was 
opposed by General Santa Anna at the head of 30,000 
men. Tha two armies took up potions, about two leagues 
distant from each other. The vanguard of the Mexican 
army, under the command of General Valencia, moved 
in ddvanca and skirmushed with the American outposts 
Santa Anna ordered General Valencia not fo risk a gone- 
Tal action, but fall back upon the main body. ‘This Geu. 
Valencia refused to do, and contrary to orders, engaged 
General Scott who defeated him with great loss. Tho 
Amencan army rapidly following up their advantage, 
came upon the main body of the Mexican army and dis- 
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persed them, Gen, Scott proceeded on and took up a po. 
sition close to the erty of Mexico, but did not onter ut 
Gen, Santa Annn sent him a Hag of truce, propomng a 
suspension of hogtilities This, aftor some little negotia. 
tien, was agreed upon. ‘ihe truce was to be for forty 
days, during theso neither army was to change 1ts posi- 
tion, nor remforce Uself, and before recommencing hos. | 
tilities, forty hours previous notico was to be given on 
both aides 

The truce haying been made, General Scott sent into 
Mexico 50 or 60 carts for vegetables and other providions 
of which his army were in want.

An event of some note during the administration of 
khoandria, was the arrival and imprisonment of a small 
rty of Amcrican hunters. - These men, five in number, 
started the year previoas from Santa Fe, m New 
Mexicu, and had followed the wuters of the Colorado of 
West im purenit of beaver, until they arrived at tho 
ido water, at the enfranco of that river into the Gulf of 
Worma When tho honing season was over, they 
ont on a friendly vait to San Diego to obtam provisions. 
hey were well recojyed at first, and shown mto com- 
able lodgings where they deposited their arms and 
ggage Shortly after, they wore invited to another 
om tb partake of some refreshments, and when they 
umed they found that their arms had been removed, 
nd that they were prisoners I mention this incident, 
hich may perhaps appear trivial, becanse I think it 
aracteristic of the Mexican character, General Echo‘ 
dria, in his own capital, and surrounded by his trabps, 
ld not take five American hunters without resorting 
P deception and artifice, These poor men were kept in 
eee confinement along time, where ona of them died. 
hey never were formally set at liberty 5 but after seve- 
years of confinement and restrawt, were at last suf- 
ted to go at large Two or three of the number aro 
Min the country, aud are among our most worthy 


izens. 
During this administration, the Mexican government 
mneported a number of criminals, guilty of various crimes,

Among thesé prisonerg was an intelligent American 
geutleman, who had lately come from Mexico, as was 
understood by the government, on some businéss connec- 
ted with a project for colonizing the country about the 
Bay of San Francisco ‘Lhe vessel put into the port of 
San Diego Heré the American being jomed by some of 
his friends from Monterey, mustered a force m opposition 
to Victoria, and proceeded to Jom the party already pop- 
posed to him at Los Angeles Victoria made all haste to 
march from Monterey with what force he could raise, 
to quell the rebellion. He was met a short distance from 
the town, where a skirmish took place, in which he fell, 
badly wounded, into the hands of his enemies, who dis- 
patched him for Mexico in the same vessel im which he 
had embarked us opponents ; - 

After the expulsion of Victona, an mterregnum occtr- 
red of about two years, when General, Figueroa arrived 
and assumed the command of the country His admis 
tration was as remarkable for prudence and moderation, 
as the preceding one had been for rashnesa and violence 
By his kind munners and concihatory conduct he gained 
the good will of all parties, and Ins memory 1s still cher- 
ished as the best of the Mexican Governors ` 

A magnificent project was set on foot m, Mexwso, about 
this ime, which had no jess an object m view than to 
seize on all the missions m California, and monopolize 
the commerce of the whole country, For this purpose a 
company was organized wider the auspices of the govern- 
ment, called the Cosmopolito Company Colonists, to 
the amount of three hundred persons, were engaged for 
this purpose and transported to California Hyer, the 
leader of the colony, and a partizan of the then predom- 
mant party in Mexico, brought positive orders to General 
Figueroa to surrender the command of. the country to 
hım Unfortunately however for this grand“project, the 
colonists had a long passage, and before they arrived a 
revolut on had taken placein Mexico The former Pres- 
ident, Gomez Farias, had been displaced, and Santa 
Anna had gained the ascendency He lost no time in 
dispatching a messenger overland, around the Gulf of 
Cuhfornia, with dispatches to the Governor, counter- 
manding the former orders in fuvor of the Cosmopolite 
Company Thus were these magnificent projects mpped 
mthe bud ‘Phe Governor however offered them the 
choice of land whereon to settle, and showed them many 
favors and acts of kmdness. The colopists themselves 
were of a disposition quite unsuited to the rough labors of 
a new conntry like California Nota farmer, blacksmith, 
carpenter, or any useful citizen among them They 
were mostly from the city of Mexico, and persons who 
have any knowledge of the population of that metropolis, 
will be af no loss to form a good idea of the class of per- 
sons who composed thisycolony. ‘They were however 
not of a disposition to be so easily defeated Plots, in- 
trigues and conspiracies without number were the order 
of the day for sometime Figueroa however, seconded 
by the able ussistauce of M G Vallejo, at that time a 
subaltern officer in cammand of one of the northern posts, 
finally prevailed, and the leaders of the colony were 
obhged to return to Mexico, and were eventually follow- 

d by most of their adherents General Figueroa died at 
Monterey m 1835, universally respected and regretted by 
all classes of the population. Sometime after the death 
of Figueroa, a posthumus work of Ins was printed in 
Monterey, giymg a minute and elaborate account of the 
Cosmopolite Company and colony, to which those are te- 
fered who desire exact information on this subject.
